It was tantamount 
to.a reply by the United Na- 
tions majority that it would, 
not be cowed by Sovict threats 
on Korea and that {it would 
go firmly ahead with its cam- 
puign to repel the Red Korean 
invaders, a 

The American delegute, Warren 
Austin, flushed. with anger, gave 
the keynote of the Western un- 
swer to Mr, Malik by denouncing 
Russia for its “shameless” traves~ 
tles of reulitics at a time “when 
men are dying on the battlefield 
of Korea." 

United Nations observers were 
stunned by the bluntness of Mr. 
Matik's speech, mnde ut a time 
when the world finds Itself in 
the most explosive, crisis since 
World War II, But the Council 
‘majority went right ahead, and 
defented the Sovict attempt to 
force through an order of *busi- 
ness that would hive meant first 

“discussion of admisslon of the 
Chinese Communists, .then  de- 
butée on a Sovict-proposed item 
entitled “peaceful settlement of 
the Korean question”. The Coun~ 
cil did this by giving priority in 
debate to un. American proposal 
calling -for localisation of the 
Korean conflict and condemning 
the Red Koreans for defying the 
United Nations ceasesfire. and 
withdrawal decree. 


” Note illegal ” 

The first Russian diplomatic de- 
feat came on the day Mr. Malik 
ended the Sovict's 20-week boy- 
colt of the United Nations to 
take over the presidency -of the 
Council for August. On that day, 
the Council voted eight to three 
against Mr, Malik’? ruling that 


the Chinese Nationalists could not 
take part. 

After the refusal of the Coun- 
cll today to put the question of 

. udmission of the Communists 

upon its agenda, Mr. Malik suid: 

“In the opinion of my delegation, 

the vote to_execlude the item is 

vold inasmuch as the represcnta~ 

tive of the illegal Kuomintang 

group (of Nuattonallst China) 

participated illegally and voted 
against {ts Inclusion.’

Trying to document his implied 
charges that the United States is 
the sole aggressor in Korea, Mr. 
Malik told the Council; “The 
Deputy Soviet Foreign Minister, 
(Andrei Gromyko), quoted official 
data and statements to show the 
entire world that this aggression 
was provoked according to a plan 
prepared beforehand and with 
the assistance’ of United States 
military advisors and with the 
knowledge of (Scerctary of War) 
Louls Johnson and John Foster 
Dulles. I draw the attention of 
the Security Council to photo- 
graphs which were produced on 
June 26, on the second day of the 
hostillttes, in American and Bri- 
tish newspapers. These photo- 
graphs picture Dulles, oMcial ad- 
visor to the United States 
State Department, and Ambas- 
sador Mucclo in. the . trenches 
South of the 38th Parallel sur- 
rounded by United States military 
advisors and officers of the South 
Korean army of Syngman Rhet. 

"I doubt whether any member 
wi contend that Dulles and 
Mucclo were picking violcts in 
the trenches.
